Its pur- 
pose is to provide leaders of these organiza- 
tions and other Americans with accurate, up- 
to-date information on the aims and programs 
of Communism which seeks to undermine and 
destroy the free institutions which these or- 
ganizations support. 
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U.S. COMMUNISTS TO EXPAND ATTACKS ON BIG BUSINESS AND THE PENTAGON 


American businessmen have a rather rough future to face, if current U.S. Communist 
plans develop. U.S. big business will become the target of an increasing torrent of demands, 
demonstrations, and incendiary public agitation in the next few months. 


Again, if Communist plans work out, U.S. big business will be accused at peace organi- 
zation meetings of fomenting the Cold War for private profit; at youth meetings, with ignoring 
the job and career needs of American youth; and at labor meetings, business will be condemned 
for blocking peace and failing to provide jobs for the unemployed. 


In the words of the U.S. Communist Party's General Secretary, Gus Hall: "It is our task 
to reveal to every American that U.S. big business and big brass are today the chief force for 
war, that the monopolists who exploit the American people through high prices, high taxes, 
and huge war budgets, are the very forces that aim at world domination and world exploitation. 
We must make clear that their talk of defending freedom is a fraud, "

Aim To Undermine Public Confidence In U.S. Business 


As plans now stand this campaign to undermine public confidence in U.S. big business 
will be promoted by Communists working behind the scenes. Charges will not be hurled by any- 
one who can easily be tagged as a Communist. They will come from the midst of peace groups 
youth groups, i unions, and from those fighting for civil rights. You can expect that the 
vast majority of people in these groups will be non-Communist. Most may even think of them- 
selves as anti-Communist. You can also expect that they will rush to deny that any Communists 
are in their midst. 

But Gus Hall indicated he has Party members already planted in these groups. "The pro- 
blem is not one of sending people into organizations, " says Hall. "Many are already there. 
The central question for us is to help our members, our clubs, our leaders, to carry on politi- 
cal activities where they are, and under the specific conditions that face them..." 


Specific Plan Outlined 
Here's what they intend to do. 


In Peace Organizations -- Communists want to make peace an issue in every community, 
every labor union, every home in the nation. They will support all peace groups, encourage 
them to hold meetings, rallies, peace marches, demonstrations, and letterwriting campaigns 
to Congress and the press. They will seek to form a super peace organization along the lines 
of the British Peace Council, which is allied to the Communist-dominated World Peace Council. 
Real aim is to turn peace groups into organs of praise for the "peace loving" policies of the 
Soviet Union and into weapons of attack to change the alleged "war policies" of U.S. big bus- 
iness and the Pentagon. 


Among Negroes -- They will try to gain leadership in all causes for which Negroes are 
striving, then convince Negroes that: 1.) Negroes' "central adversary" consists of "U.S. 
Monopolies" who also "block the unity of the people in the Congo" and “encourage war in 
Laos." and 2.) U.S. Negroes should "forge bonds of conscious alliance with the rising colon- 
ial, semi-colonial and newly independent nations of the world." 


In trade unions -- They will seek again to "work within the working class and trade unions 
and give specific as well as general leadership" on such issues as unemployment, automation, the 
growth of U.S. - owned overseas facilities, and rising prices. They wil demand a 30-hour week, 
higher minimum wage, government controls to "shift some of the super-profits from automation 
to the workers and the public, " higher unemployment compensation, reduced taxes on workers, 
higher taxes on business, a larger public works program, reduction of armaments, and more 
trade with the communist bloc. 


Among the youth -- They will encourage the growth of Marxist and socialist-oriented 
groups on college campuses, provide speakers for such groups, promote sit-ins and demonstra- 
tions for peace and for abolition of the House Un-American Activities Committee, and seek 
leadership on issues of more college education opportunities for poor youth and better employ- 
ment opportunities, especially for Negro and Puerto Rican young people. 


In general -- They will use every opportunity in all of their activities inside other 
groups and organizations to seek full legal status for the Communist Party and to forman “anti- 
monopoly" united front of workers, poor farmers, youth, intelligensia and others. 
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Big Challenge to Free Enterprise 


Just because Communists announce these programs does not mean they will succeed. They 
have failed in many cases before, but their failures have been due to vigorous counteraction 
by those who want to defeat Communist schemes. Communists, for example, now plan to widen 
the scope of their agitation, improve their propaganda leaflets, increase their public activities, 
build the Communist press. These developments present a clear challenge to all who oppose the 
spread of Communist influence. 

Most important, it will be inside legitimate organizations that Communists will put on 
their biggest push in coming months. Experts on combatting the spread of Communism indicate 
that only inside such organizations can Communists be combatted successfully. 

This indicates the need for a vigorous information program in peace organizations, youth 
groups, trade unions, and all other target groups to make people aware of Communist objectives, 
techniques, and how they plan to exploit such groups to further the objectives of the Soviet Union. 


FINLAND'S YOUTH FIGHT BACK 


Some Finns are already stirring up trouble for the Eighth World Youth Festival scheduled 
to be held in Helsinki in 1962. 

The public opposition has been led by several newspapers and at least one Finnish youth 
group. Their activities underscore a basic problem Moscow has in trying to hold such Festivals 
outside the Communist bloc. 

When the Seventh World Youth Festival ended in Vienna in 1959, many people who 
should know said that this would be the last such Red Youth Festival held in non-communist 
territory. The Reds had made some gains in influencing Asian and African youth who attended 
the Festival, but the free world made gains, too, in opening the eyes of Communist youth who 
saw for the first time how a free people lives. Some developments at the Festival were definite 
setbacks for the Reds. 

Because of these the Communists apparently have decided to skip a year and not hold 
their next Festival until 1962 (instead of in 1961 which would have been the normal date, since 
the Festivals have been held every other year since 1945). 

Still determined to hold the 1962 Festival outside of Communist territory, those running 
the Festival selected Helsinki, Finland, located just a few miles from the U.S.S.R. border. 


While Finland is an independent, Western oriented country, the Soviet Union exerts strong 
economic and some political influence there. 


Anti-Festival Agitation 


Once the site was announced, however, a full-fledged "anti-Festival" campaign was 
started. Finnish newspapers stated that the Festival was a "Communist undertaking. " One de- 
manded that permission to hold the Festival in Helsinki be withdrawn by the Government because 
holding it would hurt Finland's position of neutrality. 

At the same time messages went out from Finland to youth and other groups in key coun- 
tries of Europe, the Middle East and Asia. In 1959 youth groups in such countries as India, 
Sudan, the United Arab Republic, Chile and others denounced the Red-dominated Youth Fest- 
ival. Apparently a similar movement is now under way. 

Moscow, of course, is reacting in a huff. On February 27 Moscow Radio claimed that 
the Festival is not a "political propaganda measure." Propagandists in Prague, Czechoslovakia, 
called the anti-Festival campaign "slander" and predicted it would fail, 

Meantime, Moscow youth leaders are pushing ahead with plans for a World Youth Forum 
in Moscow in July 1961. This is an event at which youth, mainly from Asia, Africa and Latin 


American will talk about peaceful co-existence, colonialism, imperialism, youth's rights in 
society, and disarmament. 








Moscow Forum To Be Small 


From all early indications this will be a relatively small affair. Probably no more than 
800 to 900 youth will attend. Word coming to us from reliable sources is that the World Youth 
Forum is designed mainly to develop a hard core of young people to carry the Moscow line to 
others at the World Youth Festival in Helsinki in 1962. 

Despite the opposition of some Finnish press and youth group members, the odds now are 
that the Festival will be held in Helsinki and that we will soon see agitation in the United 
States to get some U.S. youth to attend. 

We can depend upon two things. The Moscow World Youth Forum will give us a fresh line 
on what to expect at Helsinki. If the Communists should finally drop their plan to hold the Youth 
Festival in Helsinki, it will be a considerable upset in Moscow's plans for converting the world's 
youth to the banner of the Hammer and Sickle. 


How The Communists Work 


In any case the 1962 Youth Festival -- wherever it may be held -- is not to be taken light-. 
ly. The event's sponsors are the World Federation of Democratic Youth, claiming members in 90 
countries, and the International Union of Students, claiming members in 72 countries. 

How they work to spread their influence is illustrated by a report which a Bolivian student 
from Havana, Cuba, made to the IUS headquarters in Prague a few weeks ago. His mission is to 
organize several youth events to take place not in Prague but in Havana. He has already arranged 
an international seminar on illiteracy scheduled to take place June 6 - 8 with delegates from 
50 countries expected to attend. 


MOSCOW PROPAGANDISTS ATTACK U.S. PEACE CORPS 


The men in Moscow have decided to attack the U.S. Peace Corps. They are claiming 
that it's a device "U.S. Monopolists" are using to plant "spies" in other countries and to "get 
political, economic and military control" over them. 

The nature of the attack indicates that Communists believe that the Peace Corps could be 
effective in boosting U.S. prestige with Asian, African and Latin American peoples. 

Moscow Radio on March 15 said: "From the human point of view, the idea of sending 
young volunteers to countries badly in need of skilled workers deserves praise. " 

But Moscow propagandists hasten to try to destroy any benefit the U.S. might get from 
such a move. They claim: "The real aims of such an enterprise . . . |are| . . . to use youth as 
a pawn in the hand of political strategists in Washington . . . to reinstate its [the U.S.'s 
good name," 

Moreover, Moscow propagandists say, the Peace Corps is a device by which "Washington 
is really trying to get political, economic and military control over these new countries. " 


Circulate False Rumors 


In propaganda circulated in Africa -- a major target of Communist aggression today -~ 
Communists are circulating other, more subversive rumors. Moscow Radio on March 14 told Afri- 
can listeners: "The very idea of America sending its sons to work in other countries arouses ser- 
ious suspicions. Is it not a question of America's intention to plant spies in Africa?" 

These few samples of Moscow's initial response to the Peace Corps is a warning signal. 

When Peace Corps members get overseas they will run into a barrage of deliberately planted distor- 
tions, rumors, and even propaganda attacks against them personally. 

As several U.S. allies overseas have pointed out, the chances are great that inadequately 
trained or insufficiently dedicated young people may not be able to stand up against professional 
Communist character assassins and, in the end, may do more harm than good. 
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High Qualifications Needed for Peace Corps 


The: Tokyo newspaper, "Sankei" on March 11, for example, commented that the peace corps 
"aims at the reestablishment of American prestige abroad somewhat in line with Dr. Schweitzer's 
spirit of service." 

In noting that Communists are trying to picture this move as "a new device in American 
colonialism," the paper adds, "It may be difficult to prevent such a distortion of the motive of 
the Peace Corps plan. It may also be difficult to ask every volunteer to become a Schweitzer." 

Aware of these possibilities, some in Washington are suggesting that Peace Corps members 
be given the kind of training they could get in the proposed Freedom Academy. Others suggest 
that an information specialist fully familiar with the customs and traditions of the country be 
assigned to each Peace Corps unit to represent their purposes and activities correctly to the 
people among whom they work. 


In the kind of struggle in which the world is now engaged, it is not enough to do the right 
thing. It also is necessary to get credit for it from the people we are trying to impress. 


CAN YOU BE PERSUADED TO.....? 


Can Communists persuade you to believe what they want you to believe? Before you answer 
"NO", give yourself a quick test. 

Do you believe that "peaceful co-existence" is good? Do you think the best way to under- 
stand world conditions is to divide the world population into "Communists, neutrals and capitalists"? 
Do ~ accept the statement that Red China's slice represents the "will of the Chinese 
people"? 

If you got through these questions with flying colors, ask yourself: Will a nuclear war destroy 
our civilization? Is universal disarmament a sure way to move toward peace? Are Communists sin- 
cerely interested in peace? Is the Communist Party just another political party? 


All Key Ideas 


All these are among key ideas Communists want each of us to believe without question. If we 
do, Communists figure that we will be more likely to fall into traps laid by their propagandists and 
agitators. These men and women who train every day to become ever more persuasive in order to 
further the spread of Communist power. 

Few people in the free world think of Communist aggression in terms of persuasion. Yet, this 
is the day-in-and-day-out form:in which most Communist aggression comes. Lenin told his Com- 
munist colleagues to "go among all classes of the people as . . . propagandists, agitators and organ- 
izers." 

Nikita Khrushchev says: "When we speak of the triumph of Communism all over the world, 
what we have in mind above all is the inevitable victory of Communist ideas . . . the development 
of countries in conformity with objective laws independent of our own will, which Marx and Lenin 
discovered. " 

While we are out to win friends, they are out to win converts. It's an act in which every word 
and every deed--from pounding a shoe at the United Nations to shooting a satellite at the moon-- 
becomes part of the overall effort -- an effort to persuade us to development "in conformity with 
objective laws . . . which Marx and Lenin discovered." 


Who Sold Us "Peaceful Co-existence"? 


Here's where the questions at the start of this report come in. They are the battlefields which 
Communists have selected and on which they think they have the best chance to win. 

If we accept, for example, that "peaceful co-existence" is good, the Communists lay down 
conditions for attaining peaceful co-existence. These include closing down our overseas military 
bases, reducing out defense establishment, offering no resistance to the growth of Communist in- 
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fluence when it grows from apparently native sources. If we accept the Russian Communist phrase 
"neaceful co-existence" as good, they claim we convict ourselves of being bad if we do not act in 
conformity with the laws of "peaceful co-existence" as indicated by Lenin who, incidentally, invent- 
ed the phrase “peaceful co-existence" over 40 years ago. 

Among themselves Communists call "peaceful co-existence" another form of Communist aggres- 
sion. But they discourage clear and through discussion of "peaceful co-existence" in the free world. 
They want us to accept their concept and become trapped in a battle which only they can win. 


U.N. Comes Under Attack 


Take two other examples. The March issue of "Northern Neighbors" --a magazine which 
prints "authoritative news of Soviet developments" --notes that many in the U.S. and Canada think 
that the Soviet Union is trying to "wreck" the United Nations. This, says the magazine is not so. 
The Soviets only want to make the U.N. more democratic. 

Here's how they want to do it. The magazine says that "according to the UN's own popula- 
tion experts, the world's people are divided roughly into three groups. More than one-third live in 
so-called neutral countries. The rest live in capitalist countries." 

What the Soviets propose is to make the UN more democratic by replacing a single Secre- 
tary General, who represents only the Western view, with a three-man Secretariat -- one man from 
each of the three great divisions of mankind -- Communists, neutralists, and capitalists. 

What's wrong with this proposal? The main flaw is the one they tried to slip over on us with- 
out any debate or discussion -- that the world is divided into communists, neutralists, and capital - 
ists and that this is a sound basis upon which to develop representation of the interests of more than 
90 independent countries in the United Nations. 

It's closer to the truth to say that the Soviet proposal was made, not to "wreck" the United 
Nations, but to increase Communist influence and power in the U.N. With a man on the top level 
of the Secretariat, Reds could easily block free world aims and further Communist objectives. 


News and Features To Open U.N. Door To Red China? 


Then there's another example. We will see a lot of this over the spring and summer months 
in all sorts of publications. 

Someone wrote a piece published in one of the nation's leading newspapers suggesting that 
the United States should recognize the Communist Government of Red China. He also suggested 
that we encourage discussion in the U.N. on the question of seating Red China in place ot the 
Republic of China. 

His arguments ran like this. Recognition of the Red Chinese Government does "not necessar- 
ily" mean approval. Recognition involves different considerations from those concerned with ad- 
mitting Red China to the U.N. The question of admitting a new state to the U.N. has no relation 
to seating Red China where the question is entirely one of whether Red China or the Republic of 
China really represents the "will of the nation" involved. 


Makes Unsupported Assumptions 


With these ideas out of the way, the author concludes that if the Red Chinese Government 
represents the "will of the nation substantially declared," the U.S. should recognize the 
nese Government. We also should encourage discussion of seating Red China in the U.N. If this 
appears likely, we should use our influence to see that "there shall first be proper purging by 
Peking of its record of aggression in Korea and threatened intervention in other Asian areas. " 

What's wrong with this kind of action? The author of the article assumes that the Red Chi- 
nese Government does represent the will of the Chinese people. This subject is open to debate. 
In the United States we sometimes find that an Administration which reflects the will of the peo- 
ple in one year, may not do so two or four years later. And there is great question whether the 
Communists, who came to power as an armed minority ever really represented the will of the 
Chinese people, or does now. 


The same author also assumes that any influence we have can so deter the Red Chinese from 
often-stated objectives of regaining canet of Formosa, of unifying South and North Korea and 

North and South Viet Nam under Communist governments, and of spreading Communism as far arid 
fast as possible. The chances are that were Red China admitted to the U.N., she would use every 
opportunity in the U.N. to expand her aggression in Africa and Latin America as well as in Asia. 


Why Not Examine the Basic Assumptions? 


Yet, these are questions the author does not seem to want us to explore. The tendency is 
to brush over the important basic assumptions, and discuss only those acts which would flow from 
them. What is really important, however, is the basic assumption itself. 

This report goes somewhat deeper into the technical aspects of the technique of per- 
suasion than usual. The reason is that during this spring and summer we will be assaulted by a 
rising tide of persuasion -- in the form of articles, statements, petitions, conferences, marches, 
demonstrations, picket lines, and meetings. 

In all of these it is essential for those fighting against the onward surge of Communist influ- 
ence to step forward, seize upon the basic assumptions others want us to accept without question 
and demand that they be throughly discussed before going on. 

It is quite probable that if the author of the article mentioned here had started with differ- 
ent and, we believe, more nearly correct basic assumptions, he would have come to far different 
conclusions. He would have recommended a policy of refusing recognition to the Red Chinese and 
of exerting every effort to keep them out of the U.N. 


STRAWS IN THE RED WIND 


LATIN AMERICA -- Over the next two years you can look for a sharp rise in Communist 
agitation and the possibility of one or two "Congo-type" explosions. This is the conclusion drawn 
from the so-called Mexican Peace Conference in Mexico City March 4, 5, and 6. A similar meet- 
ing of Afro-Asians in Cairo in December 1957 set the stage for full-scale Communist expansion into 
Africa. Political and economic conditions already are ripe for an explosion in several Latin Amer- 
ican countries within the year. 


SOUTH KOREA -- Communist North Koreans are stepping up propaganda for unification of 
North and South Korea coupled with bitter attacks against U.S. forces and influence in South 
Korea. A similar campaign accompanied by the withdrawal of U.S. forces led to the North 
Korean invasion of South Korea in June 1950. Watch for more incidents aimed to hurt U.S. pres- 
tige in South Korea and encourage the U.S. to withdraw some, if not all, of U.S. forces there. 


JAPAN -- For a number of months increased Japanese trade with Red China has been the sub- 
ject for discussions and exchange visits of union officals, politicians, and commercial interests. 
Some Japanese businessmen are complaining about Red China's policy of dealing only with "friendly" 
Japanese business firms, charging that this practice tends to "destroy Japan's existing trading struc- 
ture." The "friendly" concerns are all math htiea; but many have representatives in Peiping, and 
are trying to force all trade through their channels. The increasing tempo of discussions on Japanese- 
Red Chinese ties, however, indicate that American businessmen can expect to see more trade be- 
tween these two countries and an increasing influence of Red China in Japanese politics. 


CONGO -- By refusing to take part in the coalition government of Joseph Kasavubu, Com- 
munist=-trained Antoine Gizenga of Oriental Province, has given the free world reason to believe that 
there may develop in the Congo a civil war situation similar to that now flaming in Laos. When such 
a war may rise to important proportions depends upon the opportunities offered to the Gizenga forces. 


One late shift may be an attempt by Gizenga to form a united front with U.N. troops which could 
be directed against Kasavubu et al. 








BERLIN -- Spokesmen of both Eastern Germany and of Moscow have demanded that the West- 
ern powers leave West Berlin sometime during 1961. As Radio Moscow noted on February 23 the 
Soviet proposal still is to make West Berlin into a demilitarized, -"free" city. This would mean 
withdrawal of Western troops and, say the Reds, a guarantee that West Berliners would have free 
contact with the West as well as the East. Communists will make at least one more try to achieve 
this goal by negotiation this year.
